The supreme court) 
holds that this law is unconstitutional and | 
void.

In other words, the court has held in| 
this case that a man may use trading! 
stamps when he sees fit, and no munici- 
pality can interfere with him if he has’ 
paid his privilege taxes and otherwise 
fixed himself to do business.

Second Census Report on Cotton 
for January, 


Hundred and Seventeen Counties 
Have Not Been Heard From, 
and 477 Ginners Refused 
To Report in Those Coun- 
ties Returning Figures. \

Washington, February’ !.—(Special.)— 
The census bureau’s second report on 
the amount of cotton ginned up to Janu- 
ary i6 was issued today. It shows an 
increase of 32 per cent over last year, 
and, according to unofficial calculations, 
indicates a crop of 13,416,000 bales. 

One hundred and seventeen counties 
heard from, and in the 
695 counties which have so far reported, 
ginners to the number of 447 have re- 
fused to make statements. 

It was hinted here today that evidences 
of false returns having been made by 
some ginners had been discovered, but 
The Constitution correspondent Was as- 
sured by oOffigials ag the census dDureuU 
that this was not the case. 

Ten Géorgia Counties Not In. 

One hundred and twenty-seven coun- 
ties in Georgia have reported so far. The 
number of gins represented in them was 
4,825, as compared with 4,846 last year, 
thus indicating that only a comparative- 
ly smal] number of ginners in the state 
are refusing to make returns. ‘Mme 
number of bales ginned in these 127 
counties up to January !6 was 1,856,- 
406, as against i1,278,38/ last year. ‘he 
total number of active gins in the whvle 
state last year was 4,994, and the whole 
amount ginned by therm up to the date 
named wag 1!,307,169 bales. 

The report for cotton ginned to Janu- 
ary 16 in 695 counties shows 9,717,693 
bales (counting round bales), as colu- 
pared with 7,168,381 bales in the same 
counties last year. The quantity ginned 
in these counties between December !3 
and January |6 is 494,954 running bales, 

To December 13, 1904, the remaining 
number of unreported counties had 
ginned 2,748,738, counting round bales as 
half pales. Four hundred and seevnty- 
seven ginneries refused to report. The

One Lieutenant Saw One Torpedo 
Boat Maxing Straight for the 
Fiagship—Torpedo Expert 
Says He Saw Two War- 
like Boats. 


Paris, February !.—The North sea com- 
mision continued its sessions today. Lieu- 
tenant Ellis, of the Russian battle ship 
Alexander III, gave circumstntiaj. evi- 
cence of seeing a torpedo boat among the 
Britsh trawlers in the North sea. 

He said he first saw a torpedo boat 
2 miles off, steaming swiftly toward the 
©quadron on a course to intercept the 
flagship. As the -torpedo boat advanced, 
searchlights made her plainly visible, and 
a heavy cannonade was opened on her. 

The torpedo boat, the witness continued, 
was evidently damaged, drew off to star 
board and disappeared, 

Lieutenant Schremtchenko, torpedo offi- 
cer of the Russian battle ship Borodina, 
Save similar testimony to seeing two 
torpedo boats.

trawlers were 7 feet out of the water and 
those of the war ships 42. The captain 
caused amusement when a British agent 
asked him if ordinary boats were not 
mistaken for torpedo boats. Captain Cla. 
do replied: 

“An English admiral once said, ‘When 
you see torpedo boats advancing fire 
first and inquire about their nationality 
afterwards.’ ”’ 

Captain Clado later tes&@fied that he did 
not see the torpedo boats sink. However, 
he thought the torpedo boat on the star- 
board side sank. The other, the captain 
added, was less damaged. He was ig- 
norant as to the ultimate fate of the tor- 
pedo boats. 

Captain Clado said the version of the 
North sea incident afforded by a Rus-

Some interesting reflections on the an- 
nual death rate of mortality of banking 
concerns are possible from the above re- 
turns.

by the woman’s praiseworthy efforts to 
replace on its back the blanket which 
had fallen partially to the ground. It 
is quite a commoon thing to see a horsee 
standing on a cold day with its blanket 
and the individual who 
stops to rearrange tlie article is a hu- 
manitarian of lesser degree than the one 
who invents a blanket which cannot he 
shed in this manner by the animal 
which it is designed to protect. 

The blanket shown in the accompany- 
ing cut was designed for this purpose and 
looks as if it might accomplish its mis- 
sion, as it is securely buttoned around 
the neck of the animal ff the usual man- 
ner and by means of two strips of wéb- 
bing it is secured to each of the horse's 
hind leg.

The grand jury of Hall superior court, 
which has just adjourned, has recom- 
mended that the county commissioners 
cal] an election for the purpose.of is- 
suing $200,000 in bonds for Hall coun- 
ty, eaid Geonds to bear interest at not 
over 4 per cent, to run from ‘one te 
thirty years, so that one-thirtieth of said 


‘amount will be taken up each year and 


at the end of thirty years the entire 
amount will have begn taken up, the 
procteds of said bonds to be applied on 
the public roads of the county. 

The grand jury likewise recommended 
that the county home farm, which has 
been wperated for a number of .years 
with only a fair degree of success, 
sold, excepting the superintgendent’s home 
and houses for the paupers, wih a small 
tract for the growing of vegetables, etc., 
and that the home be let to the lowest 
and best bidder, who shall give bond 
and security for the support of the in- 
mates at a stipuiated price per head per 
month. 

A recommendation was also made that 
the county commissior¢rs appropriate 
$500 to the. fund being raised by the 
Longstreet chapter, Daughters of the 
Confederacy, for the erection of a hand- 
some morument in the center of the pub- 
lic square in Gainesville in honor of the 
memory of the confederate dead of the 
ninth congressional disirict.

There were present at this conference 
the governor, his counsel, the attorney 
general, the chairman of the house and 
senate committee on claims, and ex-

sel for the state in the bond suit. 

Upon the statement of the governor 
that he would denounce the proposal 
thus discussed, Ricaud went to Wash- 
‘ington, and there met his clients and 
induced them to agree to accept $1,250 
ifor the bonds which Ricaud says in his 
\letter to the governor is less than 46 
iper cent of the debt, 57 per cent of the 
‘security pledged for the payment of the 
bonds, and 7! per cent of the amount 
received by the state from the lease of 
the North Carolina railway since 1879, 
which belonged to the bondholders. 

They first told the governor orally 
that they were prepared to submit this 
proposition, provided he would indicate 
whether or not he would transmit with 
or without executive condemnation, but 
the, governor declined to give intima- 
tions as to what he woud! do, and there- 
upon Ricaud and Busbee said they would 
not submit a proposition merely for the 
purpose of having it sent to the legisla- 
ture with the governor’s condemnation. 

All these matters were set out in the 
letter of yesterday. To this letter Goy- 
ernor Glenn replied today ag follows: 

Governor’s Reply. 

“Your letter relative to North Carolina 
state bonds held by your clients, Shafer 
and Bros., of New York, has been care- 
fully read and considered by me.
